The Supervisors, as 
well at Board ot Hearth members, 
questioned whether the County of Oahu 
could subsidise an institution ths^ was 
privafe in character. Supervisor Lucas 
was of the opinion that only charitable 
organizations should be asst^ed by the 
county government If it was subsid- 
ised then there should be no Oiscrimi- 
nation ft» to charges.

DR. NOBLrrrs CASE. 


Supervisor Harvey brought up the 


name of Dr. Noblitt as He'had already 
presented the name, before tne County 
Supervisors. -He asked for information, 
saying also that Dr. Noblitt had re- 
quested him to obtain from the prear 
ident of the Health Board, the order 
revoking his.license a few years ago. 
Mr. Harvey said he wished the data for 
bis own protection, as he did not wish 
to make a mistake in nominating the 
wrong man. The Supervisors asked the 
reasons for Dr. -Noblltt having had his 
license revoked. 
- 
Dr. Cooper stated that the revocation 


•of tbe license was made before he be- 
came a member of the Health Board. 
It occurred in l$89-when Dr. Noblitt 
was acting In conjunction with a 
"Shaker," or quack doctor. The quack 
doctor had been fined 1100 on three 
separate occasions for practicing medl- 
d* without a license. 'Dr. NobUtt's 
connection with the quack caused the 
revocation of the license. Judge Hum- 
phreys had discharged Dr. Noblltt when 
his case came before him; The Board 
had not pressed the matter beyond that 
court, but it is understood that Dr. 
Noblltt as far as the Board of Health 
is concerned, 1» practicing without a li- 
cense. 


Mr. Harvey said that Dr. Noblltt had 


told him he had his original license. 
Mr. Andrews explained that the com- 
mission given a lawyer would remain 
with him. even though he were dis- 
barred. The records would show he had 
no right to practice Uw, although his 
commission might hang In his office 
undisturbed.

The coming of fifty maijnes to be at- 


tached to the Naval Station'Will prove 
a monetary benefit to Honolulu; Cap- 
tain Catlin, U. 8. Marine Corps, has 
already arrived to take command of the 
force which is expected here next 
month.

The pay of marines is graded much 


as" that of soldiers in the army. A pri- 
vate on foreign service—duty In Ha- 
waii is termed foreign service—would 
receive.about $16.20 per month! jfee also 
receives additional par? for each year of 
service. The non-coms receive more 
pay, the' average of these being about 
$22 per month. Gunnery sergeants^ re- 
ceive excellent pay.' 
• • 


Taking $20 as an average month's pay 


for every man in the detachment would 
mean a monthly payroll of $1,000. To. 
this is added the cost of maintenance, 
Including provisionsr clothing, etc; It 
is estimated that the presence of the 
marines here (would be worth to Hono- 
lulu not less than $40,000 per 


The barracks for the marines will be 


erected at the Waiklkl extremity of the 
Naval Station grounds. An appropria- 
tion was made for the barracks, but 
it was too small and a request has been 
made of the Washington authorities to 
Increase the amount, A favorable re- 
sponse Is expected. The quarters will 
probably cost In the neighborhood of 
$5,000. There is sufficient space between 
the saluting battery powder magazine 
and Waiklki end of the premises for a 
parade ground. 


Upon arrival of the marine contin- 


gent sentries will be posted at various 
gates and entrances to the Xaval Sta- 
tion, and the premises will then as- 
sume a really military appearance. 


The growth of the Naval Station is 


difficult to follow. Less than four years 
ago the site was partly water-covered. 
The office at present used by Pay- 
master Brown and force was erected 
for , Admiral Merry's 
headquarter*. 


Capenter Fended began a stupendous 
work of beautifying: the barren place. 
Lawns were^lald out, trees planted, 
hedges started, and finally the fences 
and coal sheds erected. The grounds 
are now among the pleattantest in the 
city.

vantage which it cannot, by any amount of advertising,, overcome. 
Advertising attracts, but high fares repel and the latter have the 
best of it. It may be~ set down as an axiom that just so Ipng as 
our competitors have the benefit of cut rates and we the disadvan- 
tage of high rates, our competitors will get the business. 
- 


Mr. Abram Lewis, who has just returned from a visit- to the 


Atlantic seaboard, says that the cut-rate advertising of competing 
winter resorts is extraordinary. 
In- every depot, hanging cards 


give the most attractive figures for trips to Florida', Southern .Calir 
fornia, the West Indies and the Riviera. There is not a word 
about cheap wayfaring to Hawaii; in fact there is nothing to say. 
Though one may cross the Atlantic and back for $80 on as good 
steamers as those of the Oceanic line, it costs $135 to go and come 
between San (Francisco and Honolulu. Parties of fifteen may get 
a rate of $110 but tourists do not travel in parties of fifteen unless 
personally conducted by an agency. A rate to attract must offer 
an advantage to the individual, not merely to the mass. 


The matter of getting tourists is, next to securing a fair price 


for sugar from the trust, the most important one before the people 
of Hawaii today. Thre? thousand laboring'men came here last 
month on the fleet and left over $60,000 in the cour$e of a few 
days, making the holiday retail business a success. What three 
thousand prosperous tourists would do towards brightening up the 
trade of the town, may be easily estimated on the basis of $300 
expenditure per capita, saying nothing of money that might be in- 
vested in stocks or real estate. Three thousand are not many to ask 
for, seeing that the tourist visitation, to California exceeds 100,000, 
but they would help; and what is more they could be had if the 
steamship people would do for Hawaii what they are doing for 
many other American and foreign winter resorts. 


This is a matter which the Chamber of Commerce and the Mer- 


chants' Association might profitably take up. The question need 
not present itself to them as a perplexity or as a venture, ,but as 
the simplest kind of a commercial proposition, namely, "Shall we 
offer a sustaining business to the steamship company that will give 
an adequate cut rate to tourist* or shall we continue to divide such 
a business between steamship companies which Maintain a pro- 
hibitory rate against tourists?"

An interesting review of sugar possibilities for this year is given in a nfcent 


issue of the New. York SUTL The article is as follows: -

"Sharps who figure out ,the capacities of nations tell us that the American 


stomach' will call' for 2,400,000 tons of sugar in the coming year. This is an in-,.. 
creese-of 150,000 to 200,000 tons over the consumption of this year, 


"Cane sugar from 'Porto Rico, Louisiana, Hawaii and the beet sugar product of / 


the United States will provide goo/300 tons produced within our customs territory. 
Of the estimated Cuban crop of 075,000 tons probably 900,000 tons will be shipped 
to the United States, because the differential of 20 per cent of the duty provided : 


foi; in the reciprocity treaty, will bring that crop to this market 


For the remaining 606,000 tons we must go elsewhere, either to the cane sugar 


product of Java or the beet sugar countries Germany, France and Austria.; Under 
the stimulus of bounty, Germany now produces, three times the quantity of sugar 
• 


that she consumes, France'twice her home supply and Austria and Russia a large 
surpltis. This excess production is marketed in England, Norway, Sweden, Spain, 
and the colonies held by those countries which produce little sugar. 


"While American labor costs twice as much as foreign iabor, I don't see how 


we are going to compete with the beet sugar countries," said a sugar baron yes- . 
terday. "That is whv, with a protective tariff of $33 a ton on sugar, we still go 
abroad for most of ours. I don't know who will get the benefit of the reduction 
in duty on the Cuban crop, but I fancy it will not make sugar any cheaper to the 
fellow who buys ten pounds at a time from the comer grocery. The Cuban 
plantation owner will probably get.the difference, and it is understood that the 
American Sugar Refining Company is the largfet owner there. 


"Up to about nine years ago, producing beet sugar in Germany was the same 


as owning a goldmine. The Government paid a bounty of one-fourth qf a cent 
a pound. It established bonded warehouses right at the factories so that when a 
_ 


matt had a hundred barrels' of sugar-ready_yfor the market he just put it in the 
warehouse, got a certificate from the Government and turned the certincatefinto 
the bank, borrowing money on it. 
- 


"By this system the man with a small capital was able to do a tremendous 


business on Government credit. The sugar makers got rich so quickly that the 
Government abolished the warehouse certificate, though continuing the bounty*.. 
Whenever a German ships a hundred pounds of sugar abroad he gets 25 cents 
bounty. To offset this, onr tariff provided that sugar from bounty-paying coun- 
tries should pay that bounty as well as the regular duty. 


"Russia also pays a bounty, but it is figured in a complex way with the idea 


of escaping the penalty in the customs of the importing countries. That question 
was tried out at length before the Board of General Appraisers. 


"Practically all the sugar we import comes in the state called by the trade Cg6 


test', about equal to the best brown sugar. With the duty of $1.67 paid, 96 test 
costs $3.75 a hundredweight The testimony of the refiners is that it costs 62 
cents a hundredweight to refine it, so that at the current price of standard 
granulated there is a mighty small margin of profit. 


"Seven pounds out of every hundred is lost in refining, or rather changed than 


lost The refiner gets out of that seven pounds four pounds of syrup and three 
pounds of a residue which has little value. 
v 


"I believe that outside of the United States sugar can -be produced for two 


cents a pound, but with the wages that labor commands here we cannot make 
cheap sugar."

ing of things unimportant with things 
Important. Worse attll, of having the 
former taught with an emphasis equal- 
Ing, if not exceeding, that used for the 
latter; what might be given as a re- 
ward or a recreation is taught as seri- 
ously as a necessary branch.

Then comes a sudden change, and, 
without transition, the child Is expect- 
ed to use Ws pulpy mind. Naturally 
he cannot. Astonishment on the part 
of the teacher; vain struggles on the 
part of the parent. Fortunately for 
the boy of today, his father was edu- 
cated yesterday, and knows—for in 
old-fashioned times, before there was 
"child-culture," teachers taught and 
children studied. 


This topic is inviting and one Is 


tempted to enlarge indefinitely. 
As 


you have started a. very pertinent sub- 
lets for discussion, let us hope that 
every parent will Join in a movement 
to see whether We cannnot, by uniting, 
change the present course of study to 
•something practical and beneficial to 
our children. .There are many parents 
in Honolulu, that are qualified to form 
an-l opinion, and who, doubtless, have 
done so. if they' can be Induced to 
express it, and to crltlse the curric- 
ulum in an open discussion it may 
be possible to obtain a modification of 
it—at least to the extent of giving the 
teacher,time to teach to school, and 
the pupil time to study. 


It is true, as you say, that as schools 


are conducted now, the child who is 
not helped at home, has little chance; 
and children work long hours out of 
school when they should be playing 
or sleeping. A prominent physician of 
San Francisco, who has made a special 
study of schools and children for years 
past, says that no child under thirteen 
or fourteen should do any home work. 
If this Is true there, it certainly. Is 
more applicable here In, our enervat- 
ing climate.

Dr. Henderson asserts that the school 


should not set a standard toward which 
all pupils must be relentlessly urged, 
but should accept the material offered, 
whether brilliant or below the average, 
adapting its curriculum to the require- 
ments of the minds at hand. That this 
Is not done is daily shown by the num- 
ber of children who drop out—t»f -the 
race from physical inability to endure 
the struggle. . 


Happiness constituting the Ideal con- 


dition of the child It becomes a puz- 
zling and painful problem to account 
for the lack of pleasure and 
spon- 


taneity in the preparation of school- 
work at home. It is probable that the 
problem is solved by Mr. U. Thompson, 
who as parent as 
well as teacher, 


speaks with authority 
when he says 


that "children break down from worry 
In trying- to learn at home what should 
be taught In the class-room, and that 


four powers best is a question .much 
sought by the most advanced thinkers 
in the educational world. Many of us 
'feel in pursuing the usual curriculum 
in the primary, intermediate and high 
schools a deficiency or an excess. How 
much time must be given to the "im- 
portant" and to the "unimportant" 
branches. Who is wise enough to make 
a hard arid fast line between the impor- 
tant and the unimportant? Whatever 
seeming aberatlons there may be now 
In the school curriculum, it has grown 
unconsciously and consciously as the 
best that could be offered. I am willing 
to avow that there are defects and ex- 
cesses incident to the-course. If prop- 
erly handled by educated, intelligent 
and zealous instructors, It is a vast im- 
provement on the course of study of 
our fathers and grandfathers. Our -boys 
and girls, at the present time,. say at 
the age of from 
twelve to eighteen, 


have a vastly, more comprehensive 
knowledge of the things that make for 
conduct, knowledge, beauty and social 
life and manners than they ever had 
before. . 


I have Just read, with much pleasure, 


the Reminiscences of Seventy Years, 
by Senator Hoar. He has something to 
say of the secondary schools and Har- 
vard College during his youth and 
young manhood. He Is of the opinion 
that students entering Harvard now 
have a far broader knowledge, and .a 
deeper 
knowledge of many 
more 


branches than they had In his youth. 
They even have a far better knowledge, 
far more accurate of Latin and Greek 
and the literature of those languages 
at the present time than the youth had 
when he entered Harvard. Now, Mr.

^adapted to the carrying ot Injured and 
sicfe persons. 


The ambulance was turned over to 


the Board *rf Health yesterday by 
makers, <the Hawaiian^ Carriage Manu- 
facturing Company, tta cost to the 
government was In the neighborhood 
of 4750. 
/ 
It is a solidly bum wagon, about the 


same length a»,the patrol wagon. The 
trticks are heavy an* supplied with 
flexible but very strong springs. The 
wheels have large spokes and are 
equipped with extra large rubber'tires. 
In crossing railroad tracks there will 
be little or no jar, and the, wheels are 
so adapted as-, to cross railroad trades 
obliquely without sliding the wagon 
along the rails: 


The body of the wagdn is equipped 


with lengthwise seats which can bn 
lowered, the cushions forming a nat. 
oral pad to the sides after the stretcher 
Is In position.

MAY BE SAVED 


Mail articles lost in the railroad 


Wreck at Tehama, California, Novem- 
ber 1, have been recovered. In this 
wreck a quantity of mall from Hawaii, 
which arrived at San Francisco on tbe 
America Maru. Was destroyed. The 
Tacoma ledger says: 
In the list of articles found loose in 


the mails by the railway postal clerks 
and delivered to the postmaster at San 
Francisco are a number of things that 
w^re found under the wrecked cars of 
the Southern Pacific train that was 
wrecked near Tehama, Cat, on Novem- 
ber 1.* The wreck was caused 'by a fire 
under a trestle, which, burned away the 
supports, precipitating part of the train 
nto a gorge, and part of it being con- 
sumed by flames. One fireman was 
killed and several persons Injured.

Eighth division railway mail service, 
ias forwarded a.list of the articles 
ound to-Postmaster Cromwell. It -will 
l>e remembered that part of the mall 
carried on tbe train was for Tacoma, 
and the registered sacks for this and

the fire. The list includes lace curtains,
